Severe losses of armor have made 
the enemy exceedingly cautious in 
the use of tanks. He no longer

The answer to the tanks has 
been found in the employment of 
brave and sharp-eyed forward ob- 
servers who daily risk ‘their lives 
watching at close range all the 
possible avenues of approach for 
armor and by adroit use of 
massed artillery. 

Early yesterday, for example, 
Lt. Lewis Millett of Boston, an 
artillery observer attached to the 
Third Battalion of the Twenty- 
seventh Regiment, was sitting in 
his fox hole when he heard the 
noisy approach of enemy tanks.

Last Friday the carrier 
Theseus left Portsmouth for op- 
erations off Korea. Of the same 
class as the Warrior, the Theseus 
carried 44 planes. 

It was believed that the 1500- 
man British contingent earmarked 
for Korea would be joined soon 
by Australian and New Zealand 
infantry units. Both countries 
made known their intention of 
sending units to Korea as soon 
as possible. 

President Elpidio Quirino of 
the Philippines said in Manila 
that his republic’s first contin- 
gent of 1200 men is “ready for 
immediate dispatch and can g0 
anytime now.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—The 
House passed and sent to the 
White House today a resolution 
authorizing a bi-state compact be- 
tween Missouri and Illinois to co- 
operate through the Missouri-IIli- 
nois Development Agency in joint 
enterprises for development of the 
area in both states adjacent to 
St. Louis.

British Point Four 


The British Labor Party has picked up Presi- « 


dent Truman’s Point Four idea. In a new state- 
ment of objectives, it. calls for a world plan “to 
attack poverty everywhere in developed and un- 
developed countries alike.” It does so with the 
conviction that “rising standards of living are 
the strongest defense against infiltration by 
Communism and Fascism.” 

It is significant that the Labor Party has is- 
sued this statement after the outbreak of war 
in Korea and the intensification of the effort 
to arm Western Europe. The Laborites do not 
minimize the necessity for armed defense against 
Communist aggression and expansion. They do, 
however, call attention once more to the all-im- 
portant fact that the great struggle between de- 
mocracy end dictatorship cannot be won by 
arms alone. 

Congress never gave President Truman's Point 
Four program much more than lip service. Now 
there is strong inclination to skip the subject, 
to concentrate on purely military expenditures. 
But the hard fact is that the military situation 
actually may compel us with a new force to ex- 
tend such non-military programs as the Marshall 
plan. It is folly to count on wobbly allies. 


As for the Point Four idea and its promise 
of help in the development of backward areas, 
this is perhaps our best Single weapon against 
the free and easy promises of Communism. We 
cannot hope to appeal successfully to the mil- 
lions of Asia if we do not offer something bet- 
ter than a return to their diet of rice and misery. 


It is encouraging to find the British feeling 
confident enough and strong enough to look be- 
yond their own problems, and suggesting that 
their technical knowledge, skill and experience 
be put at the disposal of other nations.” That 
they propose to do this in co-ordination with the 
other democracies is a token of their devotion 
to international co-operation. 

Of necessity, the suggestion is put forward in 
general terms, There is a realization in London 
that it must be discussed with representatives 
of the United States and of the Commonwealth 
nations before it can be made into a policy of 
the British Government. But this open-minded 
approach can be a source of strength rather 
than weakness. It keeps disagreement about 
details from standing in the way of agreement 
on fundamentals. 

It is to be hoped that the Labor Party’s dec- 
laration will cause Washingtqn to give new 
thought to that basis for peace which must un- 
derlie the arms with which peace is defended. 
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Taking Meanness Out of Vacations 


Vacations are supposed to be fun. To some 
extent at least, they are supposed to be escapes 
from reality —or from a too sharp consciousness 
of it. Mountains and rivers, dunes and lakes, 
motoring and hunting and fishing are supposed 
to put wars and worries on the shelf for a while 
—so that we may return to problems with a 
new freshness and effectiveness. 

That’s why it’s so distressing for a vacationer 
to come on a little bit of board lettered “Re- 
stricted Clientele” or “Gentiles Only.” In a 
moment, such a sign plunges him deep into 
animosities, discriminations, unpleasantness. The 
more glorious his natural surroundings, the more 
painfully he is reminded of man's meanness. _ 

One state at least tries to spare its summer 
visitors such annoyance. This is Wisconsin. It 
has a law which guarantees “full and equal en- 
joyment of all places of public accommodation 
or amusement alike to all persons of every race 
and color.” There is no penalty for the violation 
of this statute, but the State Highway Depart- 
ment publicizes it on all maps of Wisconsin 
resort areas. The State Conservation Commis- 
sion refuses to send out any resort advertise- 
ments which carry discriminatory phraseology. 
The Governor’s Commission on Human Rights 
seeks the co-operation of all resort owners in 
the observation of the law. Further, it has in- 
duced the neighboring states of Illinois and Min- 
nesota to join in an educational campaign 
against discrimination. : 

It would be grossly misleading even to imply 
that all Wisconsin resort operators observe this 
law. Some of them do not like it at all. They 
complain that it drives away customers. But 
according to one rough guess, about 96 out of 
100 do comply. And why not? 

The law has been on the books since 1895, 
and Wisconsin is still one of the leaders in the 
resort industry. In fact, pleasant vacations are 
the state’s biggest business. 
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Power Propaganda 


We had something to say in these columns a 


month ago about ECAP, which is not a govern- 
ment agency but an organ ot the private power 
companies. ECAP, which stands for Electric 
Companies’ Advertising Program, conducted an 
opinion survey in which it discovered to its sur- 
prise that the majority of the American people 
are in favor of such public power developments 
as the TVA. As a result of these findings, ECAP 
urged its members to link their fight against 
public power to “socialism,” which the majority 
of Americans oppose. 

It may be wholly coincidental, but an article 
in the August Reader's Digest does precisely 
that. Author of the article is former Gov. Leslie 
A. Miller of Wyoming. It attacks plans for a 
Columbia Valley Authority, along with the whole 
public power development in the Pacific North- 
west, by linking them with “socialism.” It calls 
Dr. Paul Raver, head of the Bonneville Power 
Administration, a “socialist,” and endeavors to 
show that he is part of a plot “to socialize the 
electric power industry as a big stride toward 
socialism.” 

According to the Portland Oregonian, Gover- 


nor Miller denies having written at least one 


part of the article—that which deals with Dr. 
Raver and two other Interior Department offi- 
cials who were depicted as “neatly placed in 
strategic spots for promoting their socialist 
dreams.” An editor of Reader's Digest admitted 
to the Oregonian that the phrase calling Dr. 
Raver a “socialist” was inserted at Pleasantville. 
N. Y., after Miller’s article was accepted, but 
claims that the final draft was approved by the 
author. 

All of which is réason enough to support 
Senator Wayne Morse’s demand in the Senate 
for an investigation of the article. As the Oregon 
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cago and Pittsburgh are scheduled to be struck 
tomorrow. 

Essentially, this is the same dispute which 
resulted in the July strike of switchmen against 
five other railroads.. Government pressure end- 
ed that walkout on four lines, and a court in- 
junction ended it on the fifth. The unions ought 
to know that the present strike will probably 
prove just as ineffective. 

The principal demand of the unions is for a 
40-hour week with a 3l-cent rise in wage rates 
to provide the same take-home pay the men now 
receive for 48 hours. The most powerful argu- 
ment for the claim is that non-operating em- 
ployes were granted similar terms a year ago. 
Certainly, the men who operate the trains are 
entitled to equal treatment with those who 
work in the offices. 

Yet the fact remains that a presidential fact- 
finding board, after intensive and impartial 
study of the case, recommended against the 
unions’ plea. It proposed establishment of the 
40-hour week with a pay rise of 18 cents an 
hour. The unions have rejected this, and they 


have also rejected a last-minute offer of the 


railroads for a 23-cent increase coupled with a 
contract® provision under which wages would 
rise one cent an hour for every one-point in- 
crease in the cost-of-living index. 

In the face of these reasonable settlement pro- 
posals, the unions will find it impossible to en- 
list public sympathy for their strike. Their lead- 
ers have put the trainmen and conductors in 
the position of interfering with vital ‘defense pro- 
duction—steel and iron industries are already 
feeling the effects—for the purpose of enforcing 
the last few cents of their wage demand. 

Even though the demand may have been jus- 
tified in the beginning, there are times when 
reasonable compromise must be accepted. With 
the Koréan emergency and the defense effort 
demanding every ounce of the country’s pro- 
ductive energy, this is a time for compromise. 
The longer they reject it, the more sentiment 
the unions will fan up for the Donnell no-strike 
bill. 
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Votes for Soldiers 

Absentee voting by United States soldiers 
abroad should be encouraged and facilitated in 
every way possible, as members of Congress 
are saying. Troops in Korea and elsewhere over- 
seas have as much right as every other Ameri- 
can to vote, and perhaps even more incentive. 

Since they are fighting for the right of Ko- 
reans to make their own political decisions, they 
may find more meaning in this often-puzzling 
world if they make a few such decisions too. 

Whatever method of arranging for the absen- 
tee ballots is adopted, it should safeguard the 
authority of the states over elections. Federal 
control of the ballot has been shunned in Amer- 
ica because it might be turned into a means of 
dictation from the top. It should be possible to 
devise methods which will preserve the prime 
right of the citizen for soldiers overseas, and also 
maintain state control of the ballot. 
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Mr. Austin’s Clear Statement 

Warren H. Austin’s reasons for not tossing 
Russia out of the United Nations ought to be 
conclusive. 

Much of the discussion of Russia and the U.N. 
has so far been clouded by diplomatic language 
and heavy oratory. Much of it has been corrupt- 
ed by elementary passion. Not too much of it 
has promoted clear thinking, and it was left for 
Mr. Austin to state our fundamental principles 
as clearly as possible: 

Our objective is peace. We do not find 
peace by throwing out the person with whom 
we must make the peace. 

Too many Americans have been entirely too 
impatient with the processes of the U.N. Do 
they expect quick results frém negotiation and 
diplomacy? As our chief delegate to the U.N. 
reminds us, our policy must be firm and strong, 
“but we must also be patient.” 

The United Nations represent our most ef- 
fective channel for communications with Russia. 
It is most effective because here the United 
States can speak in concert with other peoples 
against Communist aggression, and not alone. 
And if this approach has not brought clear and 
quick results, is that a reason to end it? 

Talk may not always be productive, but it is 
cheap. Mr. Austin says that “it is better for 
diplomats to get nervous indigestion listening 
to the Russians than for young men to get shot.” 
The case for leaving the Soviet Union in the 
United Nations could not be put more simply. 

‘Negotiation, and the open forum of the United 
Nations, represent time to strengthen our pol- 
icy and time to work for peace. As long as 
debate is possible, so is peace.

More than 450 United Nations 
employes began moving in the

INVENTOR WHO SAID 
U.S. OWED HIM 


MILLIONS DIES POOR 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Aug. 
21 tUP)—A man who said the 
United States Government owed 
him $19,600,000 died practically 
penniless today. 

John Pomeroy based his claim 
on his invention of the hard- 
cored armor-piercing shell, used 
in World War II. 

But the cancer which killed 
him at the age of 78 made him 
too ill to go to the United States 
to prosecute the claim. He ended 
his days as owner of a lunch 
stand. 

Pomeroy earned some $280,000 
for other inventions during his 
lifetime—including $70,000 from 
the British Government for in- 
venting the incendiary bullet 
used in World War I. 

The burning bullets brought. 
down German zeppelins which 
raided London. The British Gov- 
ernment offered him a knight- 
hood but Pomeroy turned it 
down, 

In later years Pomeroy used 
himself as a guinea pig in ex- 
perimenting for a cure for can- 
cer. He said it would be his 
greatest invention. But it failed.

Pope Says in 


Church Dogmas Must Be Accepted, 


Letter to Clergy 


Pontiff Emphasizes Necessity of Safeguard- 
ing All Religious Instruction Against 


announcement provoked 
criticism in Protestant circles, es- 
pecially on the part of the Church 
of England, whose leaders said 
they saw in it the threat of a 
new obstacle to the movement for 
Christian unity. 

In today’s encyclical letter the 
Pope reviewed what he termed 
deviations in faith in modern 
times, then concluded with these 
instructions: 


“Let the feachers in ecclesi- 


dents they religiously accept and 
exactly observe the norms which 
we have ordained. 
“That due reverence and sub- 
mission which in their increas- 
ing labor they must profess to- 
ward the teaching authority of 
the Church, let them instill also 
in the minds and hearts of their 
students. 
“Let them strive with every 
force and effort to further the 
progress of the sciences which 
they teach; but let them also be 
careful not to transgress the 
limits which we have established 
for the protection of the truth of 
Catholic faith and doctrine. With 
regard to new questions, which 
modern culture and progress have 
brought to the foreground, let 
them engage in most careful re- 
search, but with the necessary 
prudence and caution.” 
The Pope cited the theory of 
evolution as one example of a 
modern theory which is exploited 
to undermine faith in the divine 
origin of man. 
“Communists,” he said, “gladly 
subscribe to this opinion so that, 
when the souls of men have been 
deprived of every idea of God, 
they may the more efficaciously 
defend and propagate their di- 
alectical materialism.” . 
Other Errors Noted. 
Other errors which the Pope 
noted included doubt that angels 
are personal beings, and whether 
matter and spirit differ essential- 
ly; disregard of the concept of 
original sin; refusal to accept 
the doctrine that the mystical 
body of Christ and the Roman 
Catholic Church are one and the 


“But caution must be used,” he 


jadded, “when there is rather a 


question of hypotheses, having 
some sort of scientific foundation, 
in which the doctrine contained in 
sacred 

is involved. such conjectual 
opinions are directly or indirectly 
opposed to the doctrines revealed 
by God, then the demand that 
they be can in no way 
be admitted.” 


Origin of Human Body. 

In the field of evolution, the 
Pope said, it is permissible to in- 
quire into the origin of the human 
body. However, he said, some 
transgress this liberty of discus- 
sion “when they act as if the 
origin of the human body from 
pre-existing and living matter 
were already completely certain 
and proved by the facts which 
have been discovéred up to 
now... 

Morever, the Pope continued, 
“the faithful cannot embrace the 
opinion which maintains either 
that after Adam there existed on 
this earth true men who did not 
tak> their origin through natural 
generation from him as from the 
first parent of all, or that Adam 
represents a certain number of 
first parents.” 

Such opinion, the Pope de- 

clared, cold not be reconciled with 
the doctrine of original sin, 
“which proceeds from a_ sin 
actually committed by an indi- 
vidual Adam and which through 
generation is passed on to all and 
is in everyone as his own.” 
(The United Press quoted a 
high Vatican source as saying the 
letter was prompted in part by 
the opposition of some Catholic 
professors, especially in France, 
Belgium, Holland, Germany and 
some parts of Italy, to the Pope's 
decision to proclaim the forth- 
coming Dodma.)

ING SOLOMON was a wise 

man, but he had a compara- 

tively easy time. He didn't 
have to worry about what some- 
body else said the law ought to 
be; his decisions were the law. 
Occasionally someone finds a hia- 
tus in the present Canasta laws 
which would require a Solomon. 
And, since one is not immedia 
available, they send the question 
along to me.
